France and Germany In her ciuick pro- 
duction of state functionaries, who have 
been- increasing of late years at the rate 
of 1000 a year. When the Liberals came 
into office in 1906 the civil service ap- 
propriations 
amounted 
.to $140,000,000. 


They have now risen to $210,000,000, and 
the enormous payroll Is further to. be 
Increased at .the end of the year when 
the telephone sen-ice will be absorbed 
by the Government. 


In the last four years 873 new civil 


service appointments, each worth more 
than $500 a year, were made, of which 
325 were in the Inland Revenue Depart- 
ment and they Involved salaries amount- 
ing in the aggregate to J1.10S.S75. 
All 


the salaries are on the rising scale, and 
all are patronage appointments. 


BUDGET HELPS. 


The budget alone has given jobs to 


more than five hundred officials, while 
the labor exchanges have provided 
for 


600 more who are drawing 5326,000 a year 
In salaries. 
Then there are the posts 


created to control the super-taxation of 
the rich, and the evicted tenants ad- 
ministration in Ireland, which, is costing 
$25,000 a year. The new mine inspectors 
will have salaries of $50,000 a year. In

POSITION OF DUCHESS. 


The future position of the Duchess of 
Hohonberg, the morganatic wife at the 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, the heir- 
apparent, is another subject of discussion 
in Vienna, where it is believed that the 
German emperor has taken an opportuni- 
ty of further showing his friendship for 
tho archduke, the future ruler of Austria- 
Hungary, by participating in an agree- 
ment which will benefit the tatter's fam- 


It is said that the kaiser and the arch- 
duke have entered into a secret under- 
standing by which the eldest son of the 
Duchess of Hohenberg, who is excluded 
from the Austro-Hungarian throne, will 
some day become grand duke of Alsace- 
Lorraine and take a placo 
among tha 
ruling princes of the German empire. 
Such an arrangement would have ad- 
vantages of settling certain constitutional 
difficulties in Germany and might be 
gratifying 
to

inhabitants of

Reischland, as the Emperor Francis I., 
an ancestor of Francis Ferdinand, .was 
originally a Prince of Lorraine.

It was young Rice who dreamed of 
owning1 this former home of -royalty. 
A few weeks ag-o he learned that the 
owners found the estate too expensive 
"to properly maintain. He interested 
Mr. Hammond, who is associated with 
him .in a business way, and the park 
was purchased. 
Tho purchase price 
for this property, on which its royal 
owner spent §300,000, 
and 
Thomas 
Beckett, a wealthy Englishman, later 
expended an equal sum, is said 
to 
have been $50,000. 
In spite of the vicissitudes of Indif- 
ferent 
ownership, the 
park 
and 
grounds still retain familiar traces of 
the land, of Bonaparte, 
which 
have 


fond associations for the ripening gen- 
erations of quiet old Bordentown, 
whose streets once rattled with gor- 
geously caparisoned equipages. 


BEST OF COUNTRY HOMES. 


In all the United States thero prob- 
ably never has been a more charming 
country home than this one Napo- 
leon's best loved brother had at Point 


Breeze, Bordentown. N. J. 
No won- 


der he declined the crown of Mexico 
When a delegation from that country 
came to Bonaparte House to offer it 
to him. 


It was in the spring of 1816 that 


Joseph Bonaparte bought the prop- 
erty. 
Nothing could have suited, his 
purpose better. 
It was on an emin- 
ence overlooking- the Delaware river 
and had been the; home of Stephen 
Sayre, who, in his youth, had -married 
an English woman of great wealth and 
who served for-many years as secre- 
tary to Benjamin Franklin. 
There were only 200 acres to the es- 
tate when the king bought it, but he 
gradually gathered ,in adjoining prop- 
erties until he had 
1837 acres, or 
about three square miles of territory. 
The State of New Jersey had to pass a 
special law to enable him, a foreigner, 
to own real estate. 
, For the Point Breeze property he 
paid for the original 200 acres $17,500, 
but for the aditional land he paid var- 
ious prices, until his total outlay there 
for 
land alone amounted to $106,- 


331.51. 
For two years Joseph Bonaparte cle- 
voted most of his time to the develop- 
ment and beautificationvof the estate. 
He had the eye of an artist, and he 
had money enough to indulge his fan- 
cies. 
To the old mansion 
he 
built 


wings, and nearby he built a pretty 
home for his daughter, the Princess 
Zenaide, and her 
husband, 
Charles 


Lucien, Prince of Canino and Muslg- 
nano. 
There was a lodge at the en- 
trance to Bonaparte Park, and near 
it was the home of the king's physic- 


ian. There was^ a picturesque little 
house embowered in roses 
for 
M. 
Mailliard, the king's secretary, as 
there were cottages for various mem- 
bers of his suite. Out near the Tren- 
ton Toad was what was known as the 
Garden House, one of the most artis- 
tic of all the structures in the group. 


KING'S HOUSETOTAHMZNG. 


"When at last all "work was finished 
the king, who soon after his arrival 
-in America had assumed the name of 
Comte de Survilliers, gave a house- 
warming-, to which he invited all the 
people of Bordentown. 
Never had 


Bordentown seen such magnificence or 
had been received with more demo- 
cratic simplicity. 
The king was their 
neighbor and as 
such

them.

It was a strange mixture of simplic- 
ity and state in which the people of 
Bonaparte Park lived. In the Belve- 
dere near the lake day and -night a 
sentinel was posted to report the ap- 
proach of visitors on 
the 
Trenton 
Road. 
In the great hall, attended by 
his chamberlain and the various mem- 
bers of his suite, the king always re- 
ceived his callers whether they were 
of low or high degree. But the Prin- 
cess Zenaide and the Princess Char- 
lotte a.nd all the others of the house- 
hold went shopping in Bordentown 
like the rest of the town or country 
folk and now and then the king ac- 
companied them. 


The garden and the farm, however, 
took up most of the Icing's time 'when 
he could spare some hours from his 
correspondence or his study.

upon the enormous difficulties involved 
in rendering Chinese into the tongues of 
the West has just bt'tra completed by tho 
publication of an international munual of 
the Mandarin 
language. 
The compila- 


tion and publication of ihis work uccu- 
pled a dozon years and was fostered by 
the .International Congress of Oriental- 
ists which met at Rome in 1809. 


The manual Is didiveU into two parts, 


tb.u first comprising the 446 monosyllabic I 
sounds of the Mandarin tongue, arranged 
alphabetically. 
Kach of 
these 
pounds, 


numbered from 1 to 44G, is aci-o-npaniod 
•by the Chinese ideograph which repre- 
sents it. 
.Vollowing this are arranged in 


a cofcjjnii the phonetic 
r-quiyalents 
of 


f.mt Chinese monosyllable as represented 
in German, American, English, Spanish, 
French. Italian, Dutch. Portuguese and 
Kusskin. 


For 
example, 
tho Chinese 
ideograph 


resembling vrrit closely the Roman Z 
and representing: a sound which in the 
Mandarin tongue is "teht," is shown by 
the charts ot" the 
ne\v manual to be 


"ischi" in German, "tche" in French, 
"ts.ji" in Outeh and "chi" in Portuguese. 
The compilers of the manual can

no difference between the American and 
English pi-omnu-iation of this particular 
sound.

It was not until 1837 that Borden- 
town saw King Joseph again.

There he 
was to join his wife,-who had been an 
invalid for many years and whom he 
had not seen since 1815. 
He planned

tate was sold, it passed through one 
or two hands ana: then began to de- 
cay. 


While much must be attributed to 
the accident of legislation, the prear- 
ranged plans of Napoleon and Joseph, 
who had agreed that in case 
flight 


from France became necessary they 
stiould locate in Amei'ica between New- 
York and Philadelphia, to be within 
easy access of transcontinental news, 
were largely responsible for the selec- 
tion by Joseph lor his home in Amer- 
ica. 
After^ Waterloo it will be recalled 
Joseph sailed from Koyan, near Bor- 
deaux,-on July 25, 1S15, on the Amer- 
ican brig Commerce. 
So complete 


was his disguise as a French gentle- 
man of private live that the shrewd 
Captain JMesserney, the Swedish mas- 
ter 
uf tlis brig, was deceived, and 
Joseph aiiX his secretary, Maillard, his 
traveling companion, landed safely in 
New York. 


Even after the capture and final de- 
portation of his brother, Joseph still 
cherished the hope that the "Little 
Corporal" might some day evade the 
watchful patrol of the British and es- 
cape to America. 
This hope and ne- 
cesity for precaution for himself, since 
his enemies in France and Spain were 
still plotting thickly against him, are 
said to have induced Uit construction 
of the 
elaborate 
.system 
of under- 
ground tunnels which have ever at- 
tached to the park the 1'ascination of 
mystery and adventure.

He stood upon the wall at the fort, a 
living- target of the enemy. . and trum- 
peted his comrades back to the charge. 
They went back, and triumphed.

His courage gave the others courage, 
and llalakhofi Yell.

tho improvements have been completed, 
be the most American 
road In Europe. 


The automatic block system will be iden- 
tical with the one used on the Pennsyl- 
vania1 and New York Central systems, 
the rails will be of the same pattern and 
weight, "the main lines will he thoroughly ' 
rook ballasted and oil will be used for 
sprinkling to prevent duat, while heavy 
engines built after American models will 
be brought into use as fast as the road's 
machine shops can turn them out. It is 
expected that all other railroads of Eu- 
rope will have to follow the example set 
by the state, and Americans will be able 
to travel through France with all the 
comfort which thoy are used to at home.

Charles I. by Cyril Lucar, then Patriarch 
of Constantinople.

An exhibit which 
specially 
attracted 


visitors was the famous Ll^^'sfarne Gos> 
pels in the Latin Vulgate version, writ- 
ten in a fine, unical hand and ornament- 
ed exquisitely in the Anglo-Celtic style. 
This book, of great interest to the Eng-

Justice Bischoff in the Supreme Court 


has decided that contracts made for Sun- 
day performances are illegal. 


The ruling came in the suit of .L,ud- 


wigr Wuller, who was suing Oscar Ham- 
merstein for a breach of contract. 
Jus- 


tice Bischoff said that the contract on 
which Wullner sought to recover was in 
violation of the Sunday laws and 
ac- 


cordingly had no standing In court. 


Many theatrical contracts call for ap- 
pearances on Sunday concert bills and 
under the ruling, all .such agreements 
a|re nullified.

liam Dimerforth, had it reconstructed, 
and two years later, when it passed Into 
the hands of Thomas Hamblln, it was 
again rebuilt. 


In 1J62 George L. Fox acquired the 


property. 
It passed into the popsespton 


of Kramer, in 1S79, and with this last 
change of ownership began Its career as 
the home of German theatricals. 


Up to the time It became the property 


of Mr. Kramer it housed most of the 
leading productions offered in those days 
for New York's theater-going public and 
practically all of the great actors who 
appeared in this city prior to 1880 ap- 
peared there.

Mayor, but the situation 
now 


looks quite favorable to that end 
because he has appealed so strong- 
ly to the people in his quiet, con- 
servative way, free from custo- 
mary political filibustering. 


In fact, this quiet, confident, yet earnest attitude has 


perhaps done more to bring him into favorable promi- 


nence than had he bestirred himself in old-time political 


fashion, which in the first place is contrary to his whole 


unassuming make-up. 


A few of the downtown business,men of late, of course, 


have favored a continuance of present city rule, yet it is 


the people who determine; and in all justice we do not 


fail to recognize in Chivers a man of .great possibilities, 


nor do we believe the people fail to be impressed with 


him likewise. 


The election of the 18th of course is not final, and as 


there will be two names on the ticket, whereas now 


there are six, Chivers 'will be, and undoubtedly should 


be, one of the two.

Is the next Sunday after. 
The baking 


of cakes is not unconnected with 
the 


Saxon goddess, Eastre, the festival which 
was annually kept about the same time 
as Easter. It has always ween a time of 
rejoicing, both as a period when Lent 
•wns completed and as a ceremony sym- 
bolizing- the coming of spring:. 


The custom of the Easter egg perpetu- 


ates the idea of revival of life which the 
old ceremony symbolized. In Russia red 
eggs are exchanged ana caged birds are 
J&t loose. 
At one time in England the 


Easter egg was solemnly blessed by the 
priest, and if elaborately colored 
was 


often kept as an amulet. 
Invitation eggs 


made of silver, mother-of-pearl or bronze 
are made in Vienna for tne Easter festi- 
val. 


Once a year, at Easter time, Jerusa- 


lem is Invaded by thousands of Greek 
church Christians, who 
come 
to 
the 


Church of the "Holy Sepulchre In order to 
celebrate Easter. 
The most interesting 


ceremony is the descent of the sacred 
fire from heaven. 
There are no lights 


visible in the great church, 
which 
is 


densely packed when tlie procession ar- 
rives, followed by the G?reeK and Armen- 
ian patriarchs who onter 
the 
sacred 


chapel. 
Presently a carillon 
of . silver 


bells announces that tne fire has fallen 
from heaven. 
Every one rushes to light 


his candle at the sacred name in Chapel 
of the Angel. From candle to candle it 
Is passed on till the church is illumi- 
nated from end to end. It Is transmitted 
by a courier to the Grotto of Nativity at 
Bethlehem, another takes It to Jaffa— 
whero a Russian boat Is waiting to con- 
vey the sacred fire to Odessa—and then 
to the cathedrals of St. Petersburg1 and 
Moscow and the Imperial chapel. 


MORAVIAN CELEBRATION. 


Easter Is celebrated in a very quaint 


manner among the Moravians dwelling 
In the United States. On Good Friday in 
the afternoon Is held a crucifixion serv- 
ice. 
This solemn feature is made more 


realistic by the tolling of the great hell 
in the belfry of tho church three tln:«ia 
nt 3 o'clock. Indicative of the hour at 
which Christ was cruciiiert. 


About 2 o'clock 
on 
J.Vister 
Sunday 


morning the trombone cAoir starts out 
on a tour of the town. 
At each street 


corner quaint old German chorals are 
played. The object is to awaken the peo- 
ple and to Inform them thai it is time to 
be on their way ,to attend the early Res- 
urrection services in the cTiurch. 


The Moravian church 
at 
Bethlehem, 


Pa., at the time of its erection In 1803 
-was the largest church In America. 
The 


services arc started by 
the 
trombone 


choir stationed in the belfry. 
They play 


several selections and then church serv- 
ices begin. 
These consist of reading a 


brief litany, and songs, and last half an 
hour. 
The remaining pare of the service 


takes place in the cemetery which ad- 
joins the church, 


.Probably the most interesting1 secular 


celebration, of Easter in this country is 
the annual egg- rolling of the children of 
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Tuesday. 
This takes place at 'Westmin- 


ster school, London, in the presence of

scholars, 
parents 
and 


friends. 
A prize of a guinea is awarded 


\ the scholar who secures either the whole 


of or the largest portion or the pancake 
when it is thrown over a bar by the 
school cook. This year It was won by 
George Furdson, aged 17. 


In Rome Easter la celebrated with im- 


posing pomp in which his Holiness, tho 
Pope, participates, altnousn not as con- 
spicuously or with as much magnificence 
as when in the full enjoyment ot his 
temporal power. 


Mass in St. Peter's Is celebrated with 


great formality by the 
cardinal 
arch- 


priest, assisted by two prelates, officiates 
at private mass in the Chapel 
of the 


Consistory in the Vatican. It is not easy 
to obtain admission to this 
ceremony, 


for which a costume of full dress Is pro- 
scribed for the men, ana a mantilla cov- 
ering the dress for the women. 


Eggs also play an important part in 


the Italian Easter, It be:ng customary 
for peasants to bring eggs to their mas- 
ters.

LONDON,—Curious facts concern-

Compensation Act are corning to light. 


During recent 
law 
proceedings it 


was alleged that some medical men 
wore drastic In their examination of 
•workmen seeking relief 
under 
the 


provisions of the Compensation Act, 
and that not a few while testing the 
men resorted to the use of powerful 
electric batteries, and applied other; 
severe treatment, such as extensive; 
'needle-pricking," etc., to those parts 
3f the body said to be affected. 


ACT ABOLISHES DISEASE. 


Most doctors having- to deal with 


workmen will admit that since the ad- 
vent of the Act the medical inspec- 
tions have had to be carried out mo-re 
stringently than hitherto. The reason 


• is not far to seek. 


In his annual report, issued a few 


days ago, a medical officer of health 
In a Midland mining 
center wrote: 


"The 
Compensation Act has had 
a 


Duriously curative effect on lumbago." 


Conversing with other medical men. 


the writer learns that this "curious 
curative effect" referred to by 
the 


miners' doctor is not confined to "col- 
liers." nor to the disease of "lum- 
tuigo." 
Practitioners in all parts of 


the country find that, since the opera- 
tion of the Compensation Act, kindred 
ailments 
like 
rheumatism, 
sciatica, 


rtc., are rapidly disappearing from the 
ranks of working men, 


Briefly, it is implied that when a 


workman feels pains of the rheumatic 
kind giving trouble it is open for him 
to inform a mate that he has strained 
himself while working, report him- 
self to the doctor, and then go "on 
the box." Thus the "disease" 
be- 


comes an "accident," and the man 
draws compensation allowance for a 
period, unless the employer's 
doctor 


be able to prove conclusively that he 
is really suffering from disease. 
As it 


Is not an easy 
matter 
to promptly 


diagnose an internal defect or strain, 
It follows that in the majority of such 
cases the sufferer draws his compen- 
sation allowance, and, if a member 
of a sick benefit society, club money 


It should not be inferred that all 


workmen are malingerers, nor 
that j 


employers of labor are altogether free 
irom corruption in the matter. 


WHEN" DOCTORS DIFFER. 


Many oases before 
County 
Court 


judges reveal clearly that, while some 
men arc 
obviously 
malingering; 
a 


goodly number of employers are also 
c-mluavoriiig- to shirk their responsi- 
'•jilitie-s under the Act. So that it is' 
rather a case of diamond cut diamond. ! 


The wricer was 
present when a I 


County Court judge directly charged; 
one man with 
shamming 
and non-: 


suited him. This man had received 
compensation 
allowance 
for several 


months because the sight of one eye 
had become 
affected 
owing 
to a 


slight accident. 
When informed that 


ophthalmic surgeons were agreed that 
he was fit to resume work, the man ' 
suddenly found that his other eye was 
affected. 
He was put through 
the 


usual tests and, according: to his an- 
swers, the optic nerves were seriously 
impaired. 
Buc he had not reckoned 


with certain secret tests -which spe-1 
cialists now apply. 
' 


To prevent 
hardships 
being 
in- : 


flicted, a judge has power to refer 
such cases to a medical referee—al- i 
ways a specialist. 
j 


In this connection a very unsatis- [ 


factory state of affairs is about to; 
be remedied. 
In a certain 
district, 


complaints have been made that some i 
medical referees are also acting for: 
ono or ether of tho parties concerned, i 
This is so; and the writer knows of 
an instance in which an official referee 
was paid several guineas for certify- 
ing a workman 
as "fit to 
resume 


work," r.nd sevc-ral guineas for certi- 
fying the same man as "unfit to re- 
sume work," the injury being one and 
the same at both examinations. 


In fairness to the surgeon concerned 


it should be stated that the injury -was 
of an 
unusual 
kind, and 
in 
the 


hurried examination on behalf of the 
employers he had overlooked a cer- 
tain feature. 
The trade union doctor 


noticed the oversight 
and 
cleverly 


called in the same specialist for con- 
sultation. 
The latter saw the diffi- 


culty when it was pointed out. But 
he hid already received 
his cheque 


from tne other side.

LIVING ON THE CLTJB MONEY. 


There are curious 
differences 
of 


opinion during the legal proceedings.

TO BE PUT ON SENATE 


Minor Bills to Be' Hurriedly .Dis- 


posed of by tiie 


House. 


WASHINGTON, April. 15.—The House 


Democrats are now talking about com-, 
pleting the enactment of their entire leg- 
islative program by the first of May. 
It Is not by any means certain that they

The building- was opened In 1854. It

were the famous Vauxhall 
Gardens. 


There is scarcely a book-lover of this 
city who has not at

stairs of the library, now worn deep 
in 
grooves with the tramp of many 


feet 


FAMOTJS VISITORS, 


.The late King Edward VII passed 


its portals when on his visit to this 
country as a young man, the library 
then, being one of the show pl-icea of 
the city.

Pedro, 
Emperor 
of Brazil,

In late years, after he had retired 


from 
business, 
John 
Jacob Astor 


placed in his will a bequest o£ $400,-

ernor, declared before the Commonwealth 
Club at its weekly luncheon in the Pal- 
ace Hotel today. 


The subject of the former governor's 


address was "Four Years of State Legis- 
ation in Retrospect." 
He enumerated 


tho bills that passed the Thirty -seventh 
and Thirty-eighth legislatures which, In 
ills opinion, were doing the 
state 
the 


greatest good. 
Chief among these was 


the banking law. 


"The 
panic of 1907 caused an investi- 


gation 'Into the banking laws 
of 
our 
state," Gillett said. 
"It was found that 


there were few good laws on this sub- 
ject and that the banking of our state 
was permitted to go along about as it 
pleased. 


"A commission was appointed, com- 


posed of members of the Senate and As- 
sembly to make an Inquiry Into the bank- 
ing business. 
Tha bankers appointed a 


committee to work with this commit- 
tee.

Future Welfare of Oakland's Schools. 


The future welfare of the public schools of Oakland' depends 


in a very broad sense upon the character of the candidates who will 
be chosen at Tuesday's primary as the prospective directors to .as- 
sume their control and management on July 1. During the coping 
four years there will be a greater demand than ever existed iir the 
•past on the directors finally, elected to; serve on the board of edu- 
cation for intelligent 'work .and wise direction of the city's 'educa- 
tional affairs and interests. . Oakland 'is. growing :more .rapidly^ than 
ever and the increase of population .multiplies the responsibilities of 
those in charge of the public schools. Experience, character ;,and 
general fitness are essential qualities that, should figure, in the com- 
position of the members of the new board of school directors. . The 
citizens of Oakland can not afford to'put'the management arid 
care of their public schools in the hands of inexperienced/incompe- 
tents. 


THE TRIBUNE has already submitted a ticket to the people

The President is perfectly right in saying this sort of business must 
stop. 


Chle! Sporting Event of the Far North. 


The .great annual sporting event of Northern Alaska—thle six- 


hundred-mile cr.oss-country dog-team race to the shores of the Arc- 
tic ocean—terminated on Tuesday afternoon at Nome, the winning 
team having boen entered by Mrs. C. E. Darling' of Berkeley and 
driven by the secretary of'the Darling & Dean Company, of which 
she is a heavy stockholder. This annual race over the snow-covered 
trails of the Far' North is a great test of the endurance of dogs and 
men and follows a long season of careful and strenuous training of 
both. 
It also encourages improvement in the breeding of dogs 


suited for use in harness, on which the inhabitants of the. Far North 
must chiefly rely for maintaining communication between the wide- 
ly separated settlements during the winter season. While the United 
States e-overnment has been for years engaged in the paternal work 
of raising reindeer stock for the benefit of its native wards, dogs re- 
tain the premier position as the winter carriers of the country. 


Interest in the great dog-racing event is stimulated by the valu- 


able sweepstakes which are offered to the winners by an association 
organized for the purpose of fostering the sport and encouraging 
the breeding of dogs best suited to work in harness. These sweep- 
stakes consist of a $6000 money prize and a silver loving-cup to the 
winning team. The purse cuts, however, very little figure in the 
competition, for only the wealthier class of Northern Alaska resi- 
dents can afford the expense of selecting and training teams for 
entry in the contest. And among this class great rivalry exists for 
the possession of the loving cup, which is as much tpveted by them 
as is the possession of the America cup by the international yacht 
clubs on both shores of the Atlantic. Over $100,000 is' said to have 
changed hands as the result of the race. 


'Mrs. Darling's claim to the honor of winning the cup and the 


money is, however, contested by J., A. Berger, a wealthy Alaska 
miner now residing- at Seattle. Berger claims the ownership of the 
team which he represents was the winner of the long-distance en- 
durance event contested in 1909 and that the dogs composing it were 
bred in his own kennels. This claim is in direct conflict with the re- 
cent published account written by Mrs. Darling' describing the care- 
ful cross-breeding and patient selection of the dogs in the team re- 
sorted to in order to secure animals of the highest type of canine 
courage and intelligence, which are as essential qualities in a racing 
team as speed and endurance. The sequel to this controversy will 
doubtless be awaited by Alaskans with almost, if not quite, as much 
interest as was the result of the great race. 


Tide of Travel to California. 


The traffic managers of all of the transcontinental railroads 


agree in the prediction that this year will witness an unusual volume 
of passenger traffic to California this year. The colonist travel pri 
the lines of the Southern Pacific Company, under the colonist rates 
whiph went into effect March 10 and closed April 12, has been very 
heavy. Nearly twenty-four thousand colonists had entered the State 
up to last Wednesday; but under the fifteen-day limit governing the 
colonist rates, it is assumed that the total will be largely increased 
as hundreds are supposed to be on'their way here now. 


A considerable part of the large tide of passenger travel which 


is anticipated will flow overland this way throughout the summer 
and fall months will consist of persons expecting to secure employ- 
ment in the activities which will precede the opening of the Pan- 
ama-Pacific International Exposition. These will, of course, make 
their homes in the bay cities. Oakland is sure to get its share of 
the newcomers.

HARBOK FRONT IMPROVEMENTS. 


A number ol projects for the betterment of the municipality are now 


well under way; notably the 
municipal 
park system, the 
million-dollar 


municipal building and the municipal wharf system. 
The latter is by far 


the most comprehensive of all, and appears destined to reclaim for Oakland 
that which is hers 
by right of location 
as the terminal 
of three trans- 


continental railroads—a generous percentage of the shipping of San Fran- 
cisco Bay. 


In the furtherance of Its wharfage plans the city has the co-operation 


of the Federal grpvernment, which since 1874 has at Intervals deepened and 
widened the channels, giving access to the local waterfront. 
During that 


year provision was madu by Congress fdr building the retaining walls on 
either side of the estuary. 
Following the completion of that work tho gov- 


ernment dug the tidal canal, the completion of tho latter marking the first 
Btep toward the establishing of proper deep-water facilities on this side of 
the bay. 


TJnder subsequent acts of Congress tho harbor facilities here were bet- 


tered from time, to time until ultimately they became merged in the project 
at present being carried out. 
This provides for a .waterway twenty-five, feet 


deep 
and 
BOO feet wide from San Francisco bay to the foot of Chestnut: 


street; thence twenty-five feet deep and 300 feet wide to the-foot of Fallonj 
street; thence seventeen feet deep and 300 feet wide to the tidal basin ini 
the vicinity of Twelfth 
avenue; 
thence twelve feet deep .and '300 feet 


wide around the basin. 
It Is probable that these plans will be modified 


to provide for a channel thirty feet deep and BOO feet wide from the bay to 
the tidal basin. 
The estimated cost of the project is $1,100,000. 
The pres- 


out maintenance of cost is $26,000 yearly.

From Webster street to Adeline street, a distance approximating 2900 


feet, the city Is now building a quaywall at which vessels of assorted sizes 
and tonnage no matter how lares or small, can find wharfage privileges. 
It will be possible to moor ships broadside to at this quaywall. thereby 
greatly facilitating their loading and unloading. 


Paralleling the q.uaywall will run the tracks of the municipality's bslt 


line, along- which will operate gigantic moving cranes, potent factors In the 
discharging or taking on of cargoes. 
These 
cranes, like the rails over 


which they run, will be the property of the city. 
The latter will connect 


with the municipally owned warehouses fronting the quaywall and with all 
the 
trans-continental 
railroads having their western terminals here. 
It 


Is the Intention to ultimately extend the belt line to Emeryville and to San 
Leandro creek. 


The consummation of this plan will give direct and quick communica- 


tion by rail from the quaywall and warehouses to the house tracks of every 
manufacturing plant located on or in the vicinity of the local waterfront. 
The benefits accruing? to consignor and consignee of freight under such traf- 
fic conditions are too obvious to require detailed mention. 
Back of the mu- 


nicipal warehouses and tracks will be constructed a Broad, well-paved street, 
malting both readily accessible for teams. 


PLANS FOR WEST WATERFRONT.. 


Along the west waterfront the city of Oakland will establish its most 


comprehensive chain of docks. 
Well penciled as that section Is by the moles 


and wharves of the Southern Pacific and other railroad companies, the pres- 
ent markings are but an Indistinct tracing by comparison with the plans 
this municipality has' drawn up for attracting hither the commerce of the 
world. 
The area there owned by the city is large, all reports to the con- 


trary notwithstanding, and affords ample room for the successful carrying 
out of the wharfage project 
__^ 


Lying between the Western Pacific ana the Southern Pacific moles Oak- 


land holds tltlo to a frontage of 1080 feet. 
No plan for the development of 


this area Is yut afoot, but it Is taken for granted that it will in future years 
be used for additional railroad terminals. 
The government bulkhead line, 


that Is. the line- beyond which no wharf can poke an inquisitive nose without 
government sanction, runs from the end of the north retaining wall of the 
estuary across the front of the Western Pacific Company's grant, the 1080- 
foot frontage owned by this city, the front of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany's Oakland mole and of Long wharf, as it will be reconstructed. 


The Southern Pacific Company has relinquished. to Oakland al] right and 


title to Long wharf and has agreed to cut the latter back to conform with the 
government bulkhead line, beyond which it at present extends more than a 
mile. 
Tlje Southern Pacific Company obligated itself to do this work within 


eight years when it signed the agreement with this city about eighteen months 
ago. 
Ita completion will give a much wider fairway between the shoreline of 


Terba. Buena Island and the Key Route basin. 


WILL CHAJTGE SHORELINE. 


The shoreline of the. Key Route basin Is to be changed by the re-eetab- 


lishing of the government 'bulkhead line 2000 feet further seaward, or west, 
thereby giving an additional area which the city can reclaim by fill. This 
reclaimed ground will approximate 400 acres and will be available for ware- 
house sites, railroad yards, etc.' 


Parallel to the Southern Pacific Company's mole on the north side and 


adjoining, the city Is constructing quaywalls' that, when completed, will ex- 
tend 2000 leet seaward from the new bulkhead line. 
This project will give 


to the municipality 2000 feet of wharfage at which vessels can dock broad- 
side to. 
The quaywall will be threaded by the city's belt line, and will be 


backed on the shore side by a broad, well-paved street, thereby giving ready 
access to the municipal warehouses for both tram cars and teams. 


On the east side of the Key Route basin the city Is constructing- a bulk- 


head and quaywall that will be 6000 feet in length when finished. 
The com- 


pletion of the two projects last mentioned will give the municipality a wharf- 
age of 7000 feet in the Key Route basin, backed by a very large area of re- 
claimed land through which the streets will be opened. 
The completion o£ 


the entire system of quaywalls, as planned, will afford the city a line ot 
wharves extending from the tidal basin in the estuary to the Key Route 
basin. 
Bach wharf will be connected with the others by the municipal belt 


lino and will be backed by. the municipal warehouses and by broad streete.

The revenue that will accrue .to the city from wharfage, warehouse and 


belt line transportation privileges will in clue time be so large that tha cost 
entailed in establishing these facilities will be lost sight of. 
The foregoing 


statement epitomizes the opinion of the far-sighted financiers and business 
men who are behind the waterfront improvement plans. In that connection a 
statement made by Cojoriel John Biddle. United States Engineer Corps, who Is. 
in charge of the work being'done- by the government in the estuary and else- 
where along Oakland's waterfront, assumes potential significance. 


In a paper dealing with the value and importance of harbor improve- 


ments, read before the .members of the Oakland, Chamber of Commerce in 
1909, Colonel Biddle went exhaustively into the subject of tonnage, and 
dem- 


onstrated by facts and figures that waterfront improvements are an inval- 
uable asset to a community. 
Referring to the deepening and widening of the 


estuary channel he said that in 1874, the year the government first gave heed 
to Oakland's harbor needs, the ferry freigrit totaled 64,000 tons, and that 
handled by other vessels, 94,000 tons, or an aggregate total of 154,000 tons. 


By the year 1890, owing to the improved channel and waterfront con- 


ditions, the freight handled by ferry had.increased to 2,000,000 tons annually, 
and that handled by other vessels to 440,000 tons, or an aggregate of 2,440,000 
tons for the year. 
Sine© 1S90, Colonel Biddle says tho increase of ferry ton- 


nage has been less marked. 
On the other hand, however, the tonnage arriv- 


ing in other vessels has tripled. 
For the year ending July 1, 1910, a total of 


4,039,468 tons of freight, valued at $160,617,304, passed over Oakland wharves. 


Colonel Biddle is .-also authority for tho statement that the Federal gov- 


ernment has to date expended or will have expended when the "present ap- 
propriation is exhausted, a total of $3,800,000 for improvements along the 
estuary, covering a period of thirty-seven years. 
During that, 
time .the 


freight pa.ssing over Oakland wharves has increased from 154,000 tons In 
1S74, to 4,0.39,4.63 tons..an. 191.0. 
It is contended by the progressive, element 


I of Oakland, that element to whose efforts is traceable the present aggres- 


siveness of the city, that though the increase in tonnage in past years is pro- 
nounced, it will be, greatly exceeded by the tonnage of the future. 


; Deep-water dockage, movable cranes for expediting the loading and un- 


loading of cargoes, warehouses for the storage of freight and rapid transit 
facilities for landing goods at the manufacturing and mercantile establish- 
ments of the city, are expected by the far-seeing to make of Oakland a 
port of entry second to none on the Pacific coast. 
As a matter of strict 


fact, when the harborfrolit improvements now under way are completed in 
their entirety, there will be no port along the western border of the North 
American continent whose wharfage and carg-o handling facilities will be the 
equal of Oakland's. 


.; By the time the Panama canal is thrown open to the commerce of the 


•world, uniting by a Federal owned and armament' guarded artery the waters 
of- the Atlantic and the Pacific. Oakland's harbor improvements will be far 
enough advanced to insure the cityjs assuming the position of supremacy in 
the Western shipping world which became its due by right of location, upon \ 
completion of the first overland railroad and. the establishing of terminals 
here. 
It 
is to this end that the. Iocs) Chamber of Commerce, the Mer- 


chants' Exchange, and other organisations of progressive citizens are lend- 
ing their efforts, their time and their money. 
These men maintain that 


the result will more than justify and repay the expenditure of energy and 
cash by enhancing beyond present computing, realty values, manufacturing 
values, general business values and the wage values of the workers.

Scotland to constitute a committee of 
appeal to the religious organizations 
of the country in accordance with the 
recommendation of the Lord Mayor.
